Debate on Whether New Yorker Should Be Declared
‘Winner After Camden Boxer Is Rendered Uncon-
scious When Both Men Pitch Out of Ring

HETHER Gene Tunney, of New
York, should be credited with a
technical knockout over Ray Smith, of
Camden, as n result of their mecting at
the Camden Sportsmen’s Club last night,
i« a mnstter of opinion here today.
Smith was unable to continue after both
men had fallen over the ropes, through
an nceldent which rendered the Camden
light heavyweight unconscions in the
woeonid round, They were scheduled to
box eight rounds,

About 7000 fans saw Tunney and
Hmith pitch headlong over the top rope
two m'm:lt-n and fifteen seconds after
the second round started, Tunney had
arored with several hard lefts and rights
to Smith's head, and Ray was backed
up against the ropes with his arms up
prepared to ward off an attack,

Tunney rushed at Bmith, who flung
his head back in an effort to fodge a
Ioft liook. Gene collided with hix oppo-
nont and the impact lifted Bmith over
the top rope, with Tunney on ton. Ray
etruck the back of his head on the edge
of the ring and Gene fell heavily on the
Camden entry.

Knocked Cold

When Tunney serambled to his feet
it wans npoticed that Smith lay uncon-
seious on the edge of the ring outside
of the ring. Referce 8lim Rrenuan made
no aitempt to count over the motionless
boxer, and handlers of the latter leaped
{oto the ring, dragged him to his corner
and it was fully five minutes before he
opened hix vyes,

Smith had been knocked cold, but not
from a blow, Now a debate is raised
whether or not Tunuey should be de-
¢lared n winner by a knockout, or
whether the bout should be ealled *‘no
contest.”” The Marquis of Queensberry
rules do not specifically cover such an
ineident a® that of last night in the
Smith-Tunney bout, Rule 4 states:
